Our Majeſty's faithfull ſubje&s, the Roman Catholick Clergie of your Majeſty's Kingdom of Ireland, do humbly Repreſent this their 
preſent ſtate and deplorable Condition : | ; 
| That being intruſted by the nndiſpenſable Commiſſion of the King of Kings with the Cure of Souls,and the Care of their Flocks, 
in order tothe Adminiltration ofthe Sacraments, and Teaching the people that perfe& obedience which for Conſcience ſake they are 
bound to Pay to your Majeſty's Commands, they are Loaden with Calumnies, and perſecuted with Severitie. 
That being obliged by the Allegeance they owe, and ought to ſwear unto your Majeſty To reveal all conſpiracies, and praQtices againſt 
your Perſon and Royall Authoricy that come to their knowledge, they are themſelves clamour'd againſt as Conſpirators, plotting the de- 
{trution ofthe Engliſh among them, without any ground that may give the leaſt colour coſo fowl a Erime to paſſe for probable , in the judgment 
of any indifferent Perſon. | 

That their Crimes are as numerous and divers as arethe Inventions of their Adverſaries:and becauſe they cannot with freedom appear to juſtifie their 
Innocency, all the fiftions and allegations againſt them are received as undoubted verities : and,which is yet more miſcheivous,the Laity,upon whoſe 
Conſciences the charaGer of Prielthood gives them an influence, ſuffer under all the crimes thus falſly imputed:tothem : it being their adverſa- 
ries principal deſign That the Iriſh, whoſe Eſtates they enjoy,ſhould be reputed perſons unfht,and no way worthy any Title to your Majeſty's mercy. 

That no wood comes amiſs to make Arrows for their Deſtru&ion ; for as if the Roman Catholick Clergie, whom they elteem moſt Criminal, were, 
or ought to be a ſociety ſo pertett, as no Evil, no indiſcreet Perſon ſhould be found amongſt them , they areall of them Generally cryed down for 
any Crime , whether true or feigned , which is imputed to one of them; and as if no words could be ſpoken, no Letter written, but with the com- 
mon conſent of all of them, the whole Clergie muſt ſuffer for that which is laid to the charge of any particular Perſon amongſt them. 

We know what Odium all the Catholick Clergie lies under, by reaſon of the Calumnies with which ouc Tenents in Religion and our Dependence 
upon the Popes Authority, are aſperſed; And we humbly beg your Majeſty's pardon co vindicate both,by the enſuing Proteſtation, which we make 
in the ſight of Heaven, and in the preſence of your Majeſty, — and truly, without Equivocation or mentall reſervation, 

We do acknowledge and confeſs your Majefty to be our trueand lawfull King, Supream Lord, and rightfull Soveraign of this Realm of Ireland, 
and of all other your Majeſty's Dominions. And therefore we acknowledge our ſelves , tobe obliged under pain of Sin to obey your Majeſty in all 
Civill and Temporal] affairs, as much as any other of your Majeſty's Subje&s, and as the Laws and rules of Government in this Kingdome do re- 
quireat our hands. And that notwithſtanding any power or pretention ofthe Pope or Sea of Rome , or any ſentence or declaration of what kind 
or quality ſoever, given or to be given by the Pope, His Predeceſfors, or Succeſſors, or by any Authority Spiritual or Temporal roceeding or de- 
rived from Him, or his Sea, againſt your Majeſty or your Royall Authority , We will ſtill acknowledge and perform to the uttermoſt of our abilities, 
our faithfull Loyalty and true Allegeance to your Majeſty. And we openly diſclaim and renounce all forraign Power, be it either Papall or 
Princely,Spirituall or Temporall, in as much as it may ſeem able, or ſhall pretend to free , diſcharge or abſolve us from this Obligation, or ſhall 
any way give us leave, or licenſe, to rail? tumults, bear Arms , or offer any violence to your Majeſty's Perſon,Royall Authority,or to the State 
or Government. Being all of us ready noc only to diſcover and make known, to your Majeſty and to your Miniſters , all the Treaſons made a- 
gainſt your Majefty or Them, which hal! come toour hearing ; butalſoto loſe our Lives in the defence of your Majeſty's. Perſon and Royall Au- 
thority , andto refiſt with our beſt endeavours all conſpiracies and attempts againſt your Majeſty, be they frmed or ſent under what pretence, or 
pm by what forraign power or authority ſoever. And further, .,we profeſs that all abſolute Princes and Supream Governours, of what 

eligion ſoever they be, are Gods Lieutenants on Earth , and that obedience is due to them according to the Laws of each Commonwealth re- 
ſpeively in all Civil and Temporall affairs. And therefore we do here Proteſt againſt all Doftrine, and Authority to the Contrary. And we do 
hold ir impious and againſt the word of God, to maintain that any private Subje& may kill and murther the Anointed of God, his Prince, though 
of different beliefand Religion from his. And we abhorr and deteſt the praKice thereof as damnable and wicked. 

Theſe being the Tenents of our Religion in point of Loyalty and Submiſſion to your Majeſty's Commands, and our Dependence of the Sea of 
Reme no way intrenching upon that perfeft Obedience which by our Birth, by all Laws divine and humane we are bound to pay unto your Ma- 
jeſty our naturall and Lawfull Soveraigne, We humbly Des proſtrate at your Majeſty's feet, That yon would be pleaſed ro proteft us From the ſ(e- 
vere perſecution we ſuffer meerly for our profeſſion in Religion : leaving thoſe that are or hereafter ſhall be Guilty of other Crimes ( and there 
have been ſuch inall cimes as well by theic Pens as by cheir A&ions) tothe puniſhment preſcribed by the Law.

He Above Remonſtrance, &c, having been ſent out of Ireland, tome five weeks paſt, from the poor diſtreſſed Ecclefiaſticks there of the Roman 
Communion, to be preſented to His Majeſty in their behalf z bur imperfe&, or unauthentick, as not being ſign'd by any hand, in regard they 
that ſent it did not refle& on the heceflity of Subſcriptions 3 Such of the Iriſh Clergie of that Church, as were then at London, underſtanding His 
Majeſty would further expe& the Paper , and ſpecially the Proteſtation therein contained , ſhould be own'd by all concerw'dinit, and by their 
proper Signatures , or by the Signatures of ſuch at leaſt, as being ſufficiently Commiſſioned by them, would undertake for the reſt in this matter 3 
and having ſeriouſly debated the tenour and true meaning of all the ſaid Remonſtrance, Acknowledgment, Proteſt ation, and Petition, thought it part 
of their Duty to His Majeſty, and Piety to their Country, and Well-wiſhes to all Roman Catholicks whatſoever, but more eſpecially to thoſe under 
His Majeſty's Government, To give a beginning here, as accordingly they did on the 11. and 15. of Jan. 1661. to the Subicriptions : and, as well 
in behalf of themſelves, as of all the reſt of theſaid Iriſh Clergie, untill their concurrence likewiſe by ſubſcriptions come, To own all the a- 
bove Remonſftrance, Acknowledgment, Proteſtation, and Petition, as to all parts and clauſes thereof: and thereby Endeavour, as much as in them lyes, 
To aſſure His Majeſty of their faithfull Allegeance, Vin dicate their holy agon from the ſcandal of unwarrantable Tenets, and Move in His Ma- 
jeſty's Royal breft char itty which themoſt forlorn, atflifted, and oppreſſed people this day in Europe,the Roman Catholicks of Ireland im- 
lore; the ſaid Catholicks being neverthelefle very certain their ſufferings proce not from His Majeſty's direftion or knowledge. Behold in 
þrief the reaſons why this Remonſtrance &c. has been ſubſcribed, as above, y theſe few Gentlemen of that Clergie, whoſe names you ſee; the reft 
being expeCted as ſoon as the diſtanee of places, their diſperſion into many rraign Countryes, and the grievous perſecution of the remainders 
at home yer in Ireland (Some, and theſe even by dozens and ſcores, and for many years many of them confined in che ſeveral Provinces to pub- 
lick Goales, Marſhalſcas and Priſons of that Kingdome and not a few, now of late, to cloſe reſtraint, and new additions dayly made; others flit- 
ing and roaming to hidethemſelves in Mountains, Woods, Rocks, s, in Caves and horrid Wilderneſſes, and ſearched for notwithſtanding da 
and night, yea hunted and chaſed like wild beaſts; all weary of, and foathing even life ir ſelf : All theſe, I ſay nevertheleſſe , being expeRed, 
with choſe others in other countreys, as ſoon as, their conditien ſhall permit, or ) ſhall give them the opyorrmg of ſeeing this Paper, 
and tranſmiting their ſignatures. Of all which, and of what elſe may be necefſary, as relating to this matter, you ſhall have ſuddenly a more 
ample account in another Paper; as likewiſe thoſe other rational Inducements (with Anſwers to ſuch expreſſions as have been made by ſome (not 
againſt the Catholicknefle of the Proteſtation in it ſelf, or Lawfulneſſe to Subſcribe it, but againſt tht neceſſity or expediency of Subſcriptions by 
hem) which may be ſufficient to perſwade every one ofthat Iriſh Clergie to Subſcription without further ws An Invitation moreover, to the 
Roman Catholick Churchmen, both Secular and Regular of England Wales and Scotland To Joyn,by their Subſcriptions alſe,in the foreſaid or like 
Proteftation. Which dutiful and charitable Concurrence of all , as well of thofe as theſe, is in the mean time here , and in the name of the above
